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ABSTRACT 

Declining enrollments in the seven elementary schools 
in the district caused a decrease in the number of classrooms per 
building and an unequal distribution of pupils with class sizes 
ranging from 13 to 32 . wUdents per classroom. Smaller classes and 
fewer teachers restricted the grouping of pupils for multilevel 
reading and mathematics instruction. The reorganization of the 
elementary schools into primary buildings and intermediate buildings 
was intended to equalize class loads, facilitate multilevel 
instruction, and provide better utilization of staff and other 
resources. Buildings were classified as primary for grades 1-3 and as 
intermediate for grades 4-6. with minimal additional busing, children 
were able to continue to attend the schools within their own 
communities. Parents, teachers, and administrators evaluated the 
effectiveness of the reorganized schools in terms of prestated 
objectives.

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FORWARD 



The district-wide reorganization of the elementary 
schools from a kindergarten-through-six structure to a 
primai»y- intermediate structure could not have been accom- 
plished without the cooperation and assistance of the 
elementary teachers, head teachers, elementary supervisor, 
and the superintendent of the South Allegheny School District, 
Nor could the change have been made without the help of the 
custodians, truck drivers, supervisor of buildings and 
grounds, and the business manager. Without the parents* 
acceptance of the primary- intermediate structure, the 
reorganization would not have materialized. And the 
children—without the children there would have been no 
elementary school to reorganize. 

To all who helped in the planning, implementation, 
and evaluation of the primary- intermediate structure the 
writer extends hearty and sincere thanks. 

The practicum report, arranged in a topical-chronologi- 
cal order, identifies a declining enrollment as the rationale 
for reorganizing the elementary schools and includes 
planning and budgeting, selling the plan through reports, 
talks, and the newspaper, involving the teachers and the 
coinraunity in the evaluation, and implementing and evaluating 
the reorganized elementary structure. 
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INTRODUCTION 



On July 1, 1966, the boroughs of Port Vue, Liberty, 
Glassport, and Lincoln, located in Allegheny County in 
Pennsylvania, merged to form the South Allegheny School 
District with grades kindergarten through twelve* In 
addition to one senior high school with grades nine through 
twelve, and one Junior high school containing grades seven 
and eight, there were seven elementary buildings, two each 
in Port Vue, Liberty, and Glassport, and one in Lincoln 
Borough. The location of each elementary school can be seen 
, on the map, "South Allegheny School District" (Appendix A, 



During the 1966-1967 school terra, the distribution of 

grades in the eleraentary buildings was as following: 

The Port Vue Elementary School in Port Vue had 
four sections of kindergarten and two sections 
each of grades one through six. The Myer School, 
with eight classrooms, had two first grades, two 
second grades, and one each of grades three 
through six. 

Liberty Borough»s Liberty Way School had four 
sections of kindergarten and two sections each 
of grades one through six. The Manor School 
had one section of grades one through six. 

In Glassport, the Second V/ard building housed 
two sections of kindergarten through third, and 
one room each of grades four, five, and six. 
The Third V/ard School housed two sections of 
kindergarten and grades four, five, and six, and 
one section each of grades one, two, and three. 
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Lincoln School in Lincoln Borough contained one 
section of kindergarten, one section each of 
grades one through four, and two each of grades 
five and six.

The elementary enrollment dropped from 1,919 pupils in 
1966-1967 to 1,$15 pupils in 1973-I97U, a decline of kOh 
pupils in kindergarten through grade six. as shown in the 
table, "Elementary Enrollments from 1966-67 to 1977-78" 
(Appendix C, p. 62). 

The distribution of pupils in the seven elementary 

buildings in 1973-197i|- looked like this: 
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Port Vue Elementary had three sections of kinder- 
garten and two each of grades one through six* 
Hyer had one section of each grade, on© through 
six. 

The Liberty Way building dropped to two sections 
of kindergarten and one room each of grades one 
through six, while the Manor School remained thie 
same with one section of each grade, one through 
six. 

Second Ward and Third Ward buildings in Glassport 
remained the same in number of classrooms, but 
Lincoln School dropped to one section of each 
grade, kindergarten through six. 



With the dwindling number of classrooins there developed 
an imbalance in the number of pupils per classroom in a given 
grade in a given community. For example, the Glassport 
second grades had 13, l8, and 28 pupils per classroom. The 
third grades in Liberty Borough had 18 and 30 pupils per 
classroom. Table 2 shows the distribution of pupils by 
building and grade in 1973-197il.«

The reorganization not only brought about an equaliza- 
tion of class size in a given grade in each community, but 
also reduced by i|. the number of classrooms in the district. 
While the projected enrollment for 197i|.-1975 had been 11^75, 
the actual attendance on the third day of school was li|.62 
students. Port Vue had one less section of grades 1, 2, and 
four, and Glassport had one less section of grade 3 than had 
existed in 1973-197i|.. Table 3 shows the distribution of 
pupils by building and grade for the 197lj.-1975 school year.

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PROBLEM AND OBJECTIVES 

The 147^ students enrolled for the 197i|.-1975 school 
year represented a decline of 23 por cent from the 1966-I967 
figure of 1,919. Projected figures showed that the 1977- 
1978 enrollment will have dropped to 1,27^ students, 33, ^ 
percent fewer than the 1966-1967 figure as shown in "A 
Preliminary Report Concerning the Declining Elementary 
Enrollment and Its Affect on the South Allegheny School 
District" (Appendix c, p, 60). 

With multi-level programs of reading and math, all 
schools except the Port Vuo Elementary School were limited 
in the number of instructional levels which could be accomo- 
dated in either primary or intermediate reading and mathe- 
matics. Enrollment had decreased to the extent that there 
were double grades in K-6 in Port Vue Elementary only. 

The geographic distribution of student population and 
parents' refusal to send their children to the "other" school 
In the district caused a disparity in class sizes with 
classes ranging from 13 to 32 students in the 1973-1974 
school year. Thus, the declining elementary school popula- 
tion gave rise to the problems of: 

1, Unequal class sizes 

2, Limitations upon the number of instructional 
levels possible in multi-level reading and 
multi-level mathematics. 
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The district-wide reorganization of the seven elemen- 
tary schools into a Primary- Intermediate Elementary Structure 
was seen as a way of dealing with the declining population. 
In the boroughs of Port Vue, Liberty, and Glassport, one 
school became the primary school while the other was desig- 
nated as the intermediate school. Lincoln Borough housed both 
schools within its single building. By assigning all of the 
primary pupils to one building and all of the intermediate 
pupils to another building in each community, the writer 
expected to accomplish the following objectives: 

1. Equalization of class size of a given grade 
within a given commimity with no more than 
thirty pupils pei classroom 

2. More sections of each grade level within a 
given building 

3« More levels of instruction in multi-level 
reading and multi-level mathematics in the 
primary building and in the intermediate 
building in each community 

Better grouping of children of similar needs 
and abilities for multi-level reading and 
multi-level mathematics 

The pooling and better utilization of 
resources— teachers and materials 

6. Improved climate for the instruction of 
heterogeneous classes other than reading 
and mathematics. The average class- size 
was to be 2l|..l; students* 

?• More opportunities for pupils and teachers 
to share ideas 

8. Improved library facilities 

9. Instructional equipment more available at 
about half the Qost

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10* Increased availability of reading and 
mathematics materials 

11« Increased social awareness of the total 
community 

12# Improved conditions for intramural sports 

13* Improved conditions for choral and instriimental 
music programs 

ll|# Complete social integration of each community

The reorganization of the elementary schools offered 

the following advantages in the assignment of children: 

!• All children would know in advance where they 
would attend school* 

2. It would diminish the possibility of older ' 
children dominating the younger ones* 

3» There would be greater latitude for assigning 
pupils with personality problems to classes 
which would best facilitate their growth. 

Students who consistently clashed with each 
other could be assigned to different classrooms* 



The only disadvantages anticipated were: 

1. Minimal additional bus transportation was needed. 

2. Some pupils would be required to walk somewhat 
farther to school. 

3. Primary and intermediate pupils from a given 
family would go to different schools. 

It.. Older brothers and sisters would not be able 
to accompany first-graders to school in some 
Instances. 
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PRACTICUM DESIGN 



The reorganization of the seven elementary schools 
in the South Allegheny School District began with the school 
board's approval of the assistant to the superintendent's 
proposal for the implementation of a primary- intermediate 
elementary structure in the 197i|-*1975 school year (Appendix 
B, p# Minutes of Board Meeting, May 16, 197i|., p* 12) • 

The practicum included: 

1* The implementation of the primary- intermediate 
elementary structure 

2. The evaluation of the primary-intermediate 
elementary structure 

3# Reporting all facets of the planning, 

proposal, implementation, and evaluation of 
the reorganization • 



STUDY AUTHORIZED 



August 2^, 1973 At the regular meeting of the South 
Allegheny School Board, the superintendent's report revealed 
a decline in the student population. Noting the enrollment 
decline, directors suggested that a corresponding decline in 
the number of teachers should follow. Capitalizing on the 
board's observation, the writer suggested the primary- 
intermediate plan assuring the board that the plan would: 

!• Provide better quality education 

2« Equalize uneven class size 

3. Require fewer teachers. 

The writer was authorized to make a study of the 
feasibility of reorganization and present a report and a 
proposal for the plan by the end of the year. 

The primary-intermediate structure had been conceived 
by the writer in 1969-1970 when the multi-level reading 
program was piloted in the Liberty Way School. He had 
convinced the superintendent of its value, but the chief 
school administrator was reluctant to have it implemented 
because the ripples of dissent caused by the merger had not 
yet subsided. However, he could see that the shrinking 
school enrollment provided the rationale for the reorganiza- 
tion and offered his support. 

"Educators to Study Enrollment Decline," The Daily News 
McKeesport, Pa# , August 28, 1973 1 Appendix H, p. 115 
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September . 1973 The continuing census enumeration had been 
taken under the supervision of the business manager of the 
school district. In order to project the enrollment, the 
writer requested census figures showing children born betvjeen 
February 1 and January 31 from 1969 to 1973. The report, 
"1973 Census Information - Children Born Between February 1 
and January 31 from 1969 to 1973" was received on November 9 
(Appendix C). From the figures, the writer was able to 
project kindergarten classes for the next four years as 
shown in "Proposed Elementary Structure to Begin 197l).-7^" 
(Appendix C, p. 62). 

December. 1973 The assistant to the superintendent prepared 
his report on the feasibility of reorganization to present 
to the school board. 

January l^* 1971; The assistant to the superintendent gave 
"A Preliminary Report Concerning the Declining Elementary 
Enrollment and Its Affect on the South Allegheny School 
District" at the regular board meeting. (Appendix C, p. 60) 
It was reported in the local newspaper the next day (Appendix 
H, p. 116). 

Although the detailed report, "Proposed Elementary 
Structure to Begin in 197l|.-7^" (Appendix c, p.62) was -ready for 
presentation to the board, it was not presented at that time 
because of an impending work stoppage by the support service 
personnel. The strike lasted until the second week of March, 
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The superintendent directed the writer to defer presenting 
the proposal until a more propitious time — when the community 
would be more receptive to the reorganization, and when the 
board would be able to give the proposal its due attention. 
During the work stoppage and the period of arbitration that 
followed, the board's energies were invested in obtaining 
a satisfactory contract. The proposal waited. 

February- May . 197U In the interim, the assistant to the 
superintendent net with the PTA's and local service organ- 
izations to sell the proposed reorganization and to sense 
public reaction to it.* The plan was readily accepted at all 
meetings, but there was some concern for the busing of 
children. The assistant to the superintendent was able to 
answer all questions about the educational aspects of the 
reorganization, but had to defer answering questions about 
the specific details of busing. The business manager, like 
the board and the superintendent, had been caught up in the 
support services strike and subsequent arbitration, and had 
not been able to work out the busing details. They were to 
be firmed up later,

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INFORMING TEACHERS 

May 13 > 197U At the May 13 in-service meeting, the writer 
discussed the primary-i intermediate plan with the entire 
faculty of 73 teachers (Meeting Agenda, Appendix D, p. 77). 

Prom the positive response from the public concerning 
the reorganization, it was apparent to the assistant to the 
superintendent that the proposed plan would be adopted by the 
school board for implementation in the 1971].- 1975 school year. 
The writer* s discussion of the proposed reorganization came 
as no surprise to the teachers. They had already been 
polled for their assignment preferences for the 197U-1975 
school year via a questionnaire distributed late in January 
(Appendix E, p. 88 X All discussion of the proposed reorganiza- 
tion* with the school board had been at open meetings attended 
by teachers as well as residents of the community. The local 
newspaper's accounts of the board's meetings documented the 
progress of the feasibility study and the preliminary plan. 
Head teachers from each of the buildings were kept informed 
of the progress of the plan. Teachers' biggest concern was 
the reduction in the number of teachers needed in the 
primary-intermediate structure. 

At the in-service meeting, the assistant to the 
superintendent described:

While it was not possible to reveal specific assign- 
ments until the board had approved the proposal, the writer 
assured the teachers that no one would be dismissed from the 
faculty because of the reorganization. The four retirements 
from the elementary faculty would account for the four fewer 
teachers needed* 
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THE PROPOSAL 



May 16 , 19714- At the regwlarly scheduled monthly meeting 
of the school board, the assistant to the superintendent 
presented his report and recommended that the primary- 
intermediate elementary structure be adopted for the 197^.-7$ 
school term (Appendix C, p, 61). 

The report Included a tabular display of the elementary 
enrollments from 1966-196? to 1977-1978 showing the steady 
decline of the elementary school enrollment In kindergarten 
through grade six. It was noted that the 197l|.-1975 enrollment 
showed a drop of kOk pupils, 23 percent fewer children when 
compared with the 1966-1967 figure. A further projection 
based on the school census enumeration indicated that the 
number of pupils, kindergarten through grade six, would con- 
tinue to decline each year to the 1977-1978 term when figures 
indicated a 33»5 percent drop when compared to the 1966-1967 
enrollment. 

Utie administrator stated that if the board were to 
institute the new structure consisting of a primary school 
with grades 1 through 3, an intermediate school with grades 
four through 6, and kindergartens in each borough, the South 
Allegheny School District would realize the following 
benefits: . 21 
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V. 16 

.1. A better climate of instruction for elementary 
, pupils 

2. A more effective use of materials, equipment, 
buildings, and personnel 

3. Economic efficiency of all of its present 
resources. 

He further added that this could be achieved by using 
the present existing seven elementary buildings thus assuring 
parents that their children would continue to be enrolled in 
the elementary schools in the same boroughs they now attended. 

The primary- intermediate reorganization would be 
accomplished with four fewer teachers than would be needed if 
the present system were to be continued for the next school 
year. Because four teachers (and one elementary supervisor) 
were retiring in June, 197 no professional employee would 
be furloughed to accomplish tl reduction in staff. 

The South Allegheny School District's elementary 
program of instruction included multi-level reading and 
nmlti level mathematics and self-contained classes in the con- 
tent areas and special subjects. Multi-level reading and 
mathematics classes cut across grade lines but did not cut 
across the primary- intermediate line. Housing all of the 
primary pupils in one building and all of the intermediate 
pupils in another building in each community would facilitate 
multi-level grouping. The assistant to the superintendent 
maintained that reorganization would: 
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!• Insure equal class sizes of all grade levels in 
a community 

2« Afford a far superior grouping of all children of 
similar abilities for multi-level reading and 
multi- level math 

3. Afford an excellent climate for the heterogeneous 
grouping of all classes other than reading and 
math 

Provide more opportunities for pupils and teachers 
to share ideas 

5« Increase social awareness of the total community 

6. Enhance conditions for intramural sports activities 

7. Erhance conditions for music programs (both 
choral and instrumental) 

8. Enhance library facilities 

9. Make instructional equipment more available at 
• about half the cost 

10# Make reading materials more available 

11. Dispell the unfounded notion that some of our 
schools are better than others 

12. Afford better utilization of the professional 
staff 

13. Insure complete social integration of each 
community 

ll|.# Know in advance where children would attend 
school 

. l5. Diminish the possibilities of older children 
dominating the younger ones 

16. Permit pupils with personality differences to 
be assigned to separate classrooms.

Using the chart on page 1 of the "Report of the 
Assistant To the Superintendent" as a guide, the writer 
explained the reorganization of classrooms by building as 
follows: (Appendix C, p. 6l) 

A, Manor School which presently houses grades 
one through six would become a primary 
building consisting of grades 1, 2, and 3. 

B, Liberty V/ay School, which presently houses 
K-6 would become an intermediate building 
with grades !}., 5, and 6, plus kindergarten. 

C, Myer School, which presently houses grades 1 
through 6, would become a primary building 
consisting of grades 1, 2, and 3. 

D, Port Vue School, housing kindergarten through 
grade 6, would become an intermediate building 
containing grades 1}., 5, and 6, plus kinder- 
garten. 

B. Second Ward School, which houses kindergarten 
through grade 6 would become a primary build- 
ing with kindergarten and grades 1, 2, and 3. 

P. Third Ward School, which houses kindergarten 
through grade 6, would become an intermediate 
building containing grades i}., ^, and 6. 

^ . G. Lincoln School, which contains K through 6, 
would remain virtually the same but would be 
classified as a primary- intermediate building 
with kindergarten through 3 and grades 1^. 
through 6. 



BOARD APPROVAL 



After his presentation, the assistant to the super- 
intendent answered all questions posed by the directors and 
by the citizens who were in attendance. The president of the 
board polled each director to express his personal views 
concerning the proposal whereupon the board of school direc- 
tors unanimously approved the Primary- Intermediate Elementary 
Structure and directed that it be implemented for the 197^.-7$ 
school year as shown in the minutes of the meeting (Appendix 
B, p. $7), 

Since the only concern of the citizens was the trans- 
portation, the board promised that meetings with parents in 
each borough would be arranged during the summer to discuss 
and consider their suggestions concerning bus schedules. 

To make sure all of the important points of the 
proposal were adequately covered in the South Allegheny neus 
the next. day, the writer met with The Daily News reporter for 
a "briefing" on the proposal. The newspaper carried the 
account of the proposal the next day under the heading of 
"Elementary School Changes Approved " (Appendix H, p. 119).

THE REORGANIZATION 



May 20 , 197U The assistant to the superintendent met with 
the head teachers and the reading specialist to begin re- 
locating reading materials for the coining terra, keeping in 
mind the needs of the accelerated primary pui ils and the 
needs of slower-paced intermediates. There were in the 
reading program a number of materials that were appropriate 
for either primary or intermediate students* The head 
teachers 9 with the reading specialist, worked out the redis- 
tribution of those materials according to the anticipated 
needs of the coming year* 

Head teachers were instructed to separate the primary 
and the intermediate reading materials that were stored in 
the Reading Materials Storage Room located in each building 
and ready thera for transfer at the close of the present terra 
to the appropriate building in each borough (Meeting Agenda, 
Appendix D, p. 78). 

!• Primary materials were to be sent to: 
Manor School in Liberty Borough 
Myer School in Port Vue Borough 
Second Ward School in Glassport 
Lincoln School remained as It was, 
2. Intermediate materials were to be sent to: 
Liberty Way School in Liberty Borough 
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Port Vue Elementary In Port Vue 
Third Ward School in Glassport 
Linclon remained as it was. 



The reading specialist distributed and explained th^ 
forms that were to be used to aid teachers in the grouping of 
students for multi-level reading for 197U-197^* Children 
were to be arranged in tentative groups* Teachers who had 
taught reading to specific students were to be responsible 
for seeing that those students were placed in appropriate 
groups for the following year. Grouping would be changed as 
needed in September and would remain flexible throughout 
197l|--1975. 



May 21, 197U The next day, the assistant to the superinten- 
dent met with the entire elementary staff to orient them to 
the procedure for (1) ordering workbooks (which had been 
deferred pending the adoption of the primary- intermediate 
proposal) and (2) moving instructional materials, and 
permanent record files (Meeting Agenda, Appendix D, p. 79). 

1* Teachers were given instructions to send 
all Reader «s Digest Skill Builders to the 
District book repository where they would 
be inspected for the ordering of replace- 
ments and redistributed prior to the 
opening of school. 

2. Teachers were instructed to meet with other 
teachers of the same grade level within the 
borough to make tentative assignment of 
children for the next year. For example, 
fourth grade teachers from Ttyer and Port Vue 
Elementary met to assign children to the 
three fifth grades that would be housed in 
the Port Vue Intermediate School in 197l;-'75«

3» Teachers were to assign students according to 
these criteria: 

a* Children with extreme personality problems 
or who clashed with each other were to be 
split up smd assigned to different class- 
rooms • 

b# Classrooms of a given grade were to be of 
equal size. 

c# Classroom groups were to be heterogeneous. 
There were to be no designations of fast, 
slow, or average. Each classroom should 
have as equal a nimber as possible of fast, 
slow, and average learners (as has been the 
practice for the last few decades )• 

d. Children of similar ability were to be 

assigned tentatively to appropriate multi- 
level reading and multi- level math groups. 

Teachers were to meet from 3:00 to during 
the following two weeks to arrange the 
assignments of pupils* 

Teachers were to begin to ready materials, 
equipment, records, and texts for relocation 
iinraediately. 



The assistant to the superintendent recognized that 
teachers had only a limited amount of time in which to 
accomplish the above tasks and expressed his concern to them* 
However, the machinery for the implementation of the primary- 
intermediate structure could not be set in motion until he 
received the board's approval of the proposal, and that 
approval was not received until May 16, 197l\.. 



The librarian was directed to separate the primary and 
intermediate library books and to pack those books and other 
materials that were to be sent to the appropriate buildings 
for the ensuing term* 
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Special teachers of music, art, and physical education 
were asked to submit there preferences for assignment (pri- 
mary or intermediate) for the next school year. The entire 
staff was informed "officially" of the buildings that were 
designated as primary schools and those that were designated 
as Intermediate schools. Teachers were also Informed that 
they would receive specific directions for transrerring desks, 
equipment, textbooks, etc., in the very near future. 

May 31 . 197h On this day, a letter from the superintendent's 
office went out to the parents of all elementary children and 
teachers concerning the primary- intermediate elementary 
structure scheduled to begin with the 197lj.-1975 school year. 
The letter stated that children would continue to attend an 
elementary school in the community in which they had attended 
school in the past. It also indicated which buildings were 
designated as primary, which were designated as intermediate, 
and gave the location of the kindergarten(s) in each community. 
The letter listed the advantages of the reorganization. It 
Informed parents that transportation changes were being con- 
sidered and that the transportation schedules would be 
announced at a. later date (Appendix E, p. 89)^ 

June 3f 197lj. A memorandum from the assistant to the super- 
intendent entitled "Directions for Transferring Desks, Equip- 
ment, Textbooks, etc., for the Primary- Intermediate Plan" was 
distributed to every elementary professional and non-profes- 
alcnal employee. The directions were very complete. They 
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included every possible change in each of the seven elemen- 
tary buildings and also indicated which rooms were to be left 
intact (Appendix e, p. 90).

year, each elementary teacher was given an "End of the Year 

Checklist" of tasks that had to be completed to end the school 

year and facilitate the start of the 197ij.-75 school year* 

The checklist contained information concerning:

2. Exceptions to those directions 

3# Standardized test results 

The disposition of student record cards, 
folders, etc* 

5* Inventories (Appendix D, 80) 
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TENTATIVE ASSIGNMENTS 

During the June 6 meeting, each professional employee 
except the special teachers of music, art, and physical 
education were given their building, room, and grade assign- 
ments ("Assignment of Teachers," Appendix I, p. 128). 

This had to be done officially on this date to comply . 
with the Education Association's contract. Special consider- 
ation was granted to the administration by the Education 
Association to defer the assigning of special teachers until 
August 30, 197k' The professional staff understood that time 
would be needed to reschedule the special teachers since they 
had requested changes in their assignments. 

Due to the reorganization, teachers were reassigned 
to primary or intermediate buildings except in those instances 
where a teacher requested a change of grade rather than move 
to another building* The assistant to the superintendent was 
able to grant every teacher's request for change in assignmonb 

except one who wanted to teach a kindergarten class (which 
was not available) but settled for a first grade assignment 
in the same building. 

June 7 . 1971; Pinal day of the 1974-1975 school year and all 
classrooms that needed to be moved vxere ready for the move. 
Everything was moving as planned. 
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MOVING CLASSROOMS 



June 10 , 197it. The school year ended on June 7, and the 
relocation of classrooms began on June 10. Everything was so 
well organized and the cooperation of the professional and 
non-professional staff was such that all of the necessary 
transfers were completed within the two weeks following the 
end of school. The move was accomplished with the custodial 
staff of thirteen, two truck drivers, and fifteen part-time 
summer employees supervised by the superintendent of buildings 
and grounds and the elementary supervisor. All textbooks, 
workbooks, and other small items had been packed into paper 
cartons and tagged by the classroom teachers assisted by 
willing pupils. Every person involved in the moving was given 
a copy of the "Directions for Transferring Desks, Equipment, 
Textbooks, Etc." to facilitate the move (Appendix E, p. 90). 

The movers began at the Port Vuo School, loaded the 
trucks with furniture and instructional materials to be 
taken to the rtyer School, where after unloading, they picked 
up a load of similar materials for the return trip to Port 
Vue School. All transferred materials were unpacked and 
placed in the designated rooms upon arrival at the buildings. 
The exchange was handled the same way in each of the three 
boroughs. 
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BUDGET 



June 10 to June 28 , 197lt- The assistant to the superintendent 
prepared and finalized the elementary portion of the budget 
during the two weeks of June 10 to June 28 while the business 
manager developed the bus schedules for the reorganized 
elementary school. 

The school district realized a saving of one and one- 
third mils in the 197i^-75 budget by instituting the primary- 
intermediate structure* The district was able to affect a 
ratio of 2k^k pupils per classroom with equalization of 
class sizes at a given grade level in each borough (and not 
exceeding 30 pupils in the largest class) while reducing the 
elementary professional staff by four persons. Since four 
teachers (and the elementary supervisor) had retired at the 
end of the 1973-197l|. school term, it was not necessary to 
dismiss any member of the professional staff who had taught 
during the 1973-197l|. school year. 

The budget category 0213* 1, Salaries of Elementary 
Teachers, was reduced by $l<i4.,8o8.00. The 0831#1 category. 
Employers • Contribution to Employees' Retirement, was reduced 

$2,i|-65.00. The 0832.1 category. School System Share of 
Social Security Taxes, was reduced by $6^^.00. 

On the other hand, the district had to contract one 
additional bus, category 05^6*1 at a cost of ^6,l4.05.00 
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for 183 school days to take care of tho additional trans- 
porting of children in the reorganization. Even with the 
additional transportation expenditure, the saving to the 
district amounted to $l|.l,$23.00 or 1 I/3 rails. 

The cost of the fifteen part-time summer employees 
did not affect the budget since monies are budgeted each 
year to give employment to the district's residents who are 
enrolled in institutions of higher learning.

TRANSPORTATION 



While- the writer was engaged in budgeting for the 
elementary schools, the business manager restructured the 
existing transportation runs, added an additional bus, and 
constructed a tentative bus schedule. He defined new areas 
A through K as shown on the map, "South Allegheny Elementary 
Buildings" (Appendix A, p. 55), secured the names and 
addresses of all of the elementary pupils who were to be 
bused, and constructed the new bus schedules for the new 
elementary plan. (Name lists are in Appendix J, p. 131.) 
Bus Schedules are in Appendix G, p. 100.) However, he neglected 
to inform the parents of the South Allegheny elementary 
students of the transportation schedules. 

August 13. 197tf As a result, a group of concerned parents 
appeared at the August l5, 197l|. board meeting wanting to 
know why the board waited until the last minute in preparing 
its bus plans for school "which begins in three weeks." The 
press covered the meeting in an article headed, "Meetings 
Eyed to Plan Primary Transportation" (Appendix H, p. 120). 
The president of the board recessed the meeting which would 
be continued on Monday, August 19, when the assistant to the 
superintendent (who had been in Hollywood, Florida, attending 
the Nova University Summer Institute for Educational Leaders) 
would be present. 3G 
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Aunust 19 > 197I4. During the course of the continuation of the 
August 15 meeting^ dates were set for the assistant to the 
superintendent and the business manager to discuss the re- 
organized elementary school in three boroughs. The following 
dates and locations were set: (Appendix p. 121) 
August 20, 197U 7:30 Manor School, Liberty 
August 21, 197U 7;30 Port Vue School, Port Vue 
August 22, 197U 7:30 Third Ward School, Glassport 

With the business manager, the board president, and 

other members of the board present at each of the three 

meetings, the writer opened each meeting by asking the parents 

what parts of the new program needed clarification. When the 

writer had left the district for the Nova Institute and a 

brief holiday, he left behind a school district that had 

readily accepted the elementary reorganization but had 

indicated some concern about busing. When he returned, he 

found angered parent groups demanding to know about the / / 

status of bus transportation for their children. At each 

meeting he faced a hostile group of parents whose queries 

about busing had been unanswered so far. Those questions had 

to be answered-- satisfactorily. 
• 

At each meeting, the assistant to the superintendent 
and the business manager explained the busing of children and 
described the bus runs. After more than two and one-half 
hours of discussion and interaction at each of the meetings, 
parents left fairly well satisfied with the bus schedules, 
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some of which were modified on the spot to meet their 
suggestions* The meetings confirmed the parents' acceptance 
of the primary- intermediate structure and their concern about 
transporting elementary pupils. 
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OPENING SCF'^OL 



August_19, 197ll- The nowly elected elementary supervisor 
reported for work and prepared the schedules for two art 
teachers, two music teachers, two physical education teachers, 
one librarian, and three nurses, two full-time and one part- 
time. All special schedules are in Appendix G, p. 10^. 

August 28 and September 3 . ISTU Special teachers' assign- 
ments were mailed to them on August 28 according to the 
agreement reached with the Education Association. The 
kindergarten class schedule and the elementary students' 
bus schedules appeared in The Daily News under the heading, 
"Pupil Transportation Schedule Completed" (Appendix H, p. 122). 

The kindergarten bus runs appeared on September 3, 
under the heading, "Officials Post Kindergarten Bus Schedule" 
(Appendix H, p. 123). 

September 3 . 19714- At the teachers' orientation (in-service) 
meeting prior to the opening of school the new elementary 
supervisor, who had been the head teacher in the Port Vue 
School in 1973-197U* was acknowledged as were the newly 
assigned head teachers in the elementary buildings. While 
all had been on the staff the year before, each one's 
assignment had been affected by the reorganization in some 
way. (Meeting Agenda, Appendix D, p. 82) 
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ASSIGNMENT OP TEACHERS 

Three teachers who had not been head teachers before 
were assigned as head teachers In Manor , Port Vue, and Second 
Ward. Reorganization had caused the shifting of head teachers 
from Second Ward to Third V/ard, and from Third Ward to Lincoln. . 
Only l"^yer and Liberty Way retained their head teachers, but 
their grade assignments were changed. Table 1| on the follow- 
ing page shows the shift in personnel to fill the position of 
head teacher in each building. 

At the board meeting of August 1$, a board member •s 
objection to having no men in two of the buildings was over- 
ruled by a vote of 6-3 to accept the teacher assignments 
recommended by the superintendent. The newspaper account of 
the meeting in the South Allegheny column was headed, '^Female 
Teachers Keep Control of Two Schools" (Appendix p. 121). 

Because of an increased interest in secondary art, 
it was necessary to schedule both elementary art teachers to 
teach one period in the senior high school each day. This 
caused a conflict in the elementary art schedule which in 
turn made it necessary to alter the schedule for multi-level 
reading and multi-level mathematics. They had to be scheduled 
In the following manner. The elementary supervisor explained 
the schedule. 40

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Instead of scheduling grades one, two, and three in 
the primary schools for the same period of time to achieve 
cross-grade grouping, it now became necessary to schedule 
grade one in a different time segments Cross-grade grouping 
in reading and mathematics could be accomplished in grades 
two and three, but first grade could only interchange pupils 
within that grade level. The scheduling of grades four, 
five and six was similarly affected. Grade four multi-level 
reading and mathematics had to be scheduled at a different 
time than did grades five and six. 

Although this might have been viewed as a disadvan- 
tage at first glance, it was not so devastatin;^ as it might 
have appeared. Because most first grade children are just 
beginning to read and work with numbers, there is little need 
for them to be grouped with second or third graders. First 
grade pupils were able to be grouped with other first graders 
in the same building. 

llie elementary supervisor had observed (as a teacher 
in the multi-level reading and multi-level mathematics 
programs) that in the intermediate grades, most of the cross- 
grade grouping occurred between the fifth and sixth grades. 
The many math concepts introduced at the fourth grade level 
tended to keep fourth graders in groups separate from the 
fifth and sixth grade. The same was true of the reading 
groups. Increased attention to study skills and the use of 
reference materials at this first year in the intermediate 
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grades had kept fourth graders out of reading groups where 
study skills and reference skills were being refined. Thus, 
the reorganization that had been implemented to provide better 
grouping for instruction did just that. By having all of a 
borough* s first graders in the primary building, and all of 
the fourth graders in the intermediate building, it was 
possible to provide more levels of instruction within those 
grade levels. 

At this September 3, orientation meeting, classroom 
teachers were informed to equalize homeroom class sizes by 
mutual agreement on the first day of school, September 
when irregularities might appear in the enrollments due to 
pupils' moving into or out of the district without having 
notified the elementary office. 

The assistant to the superintendent told the staff 
that their observations of the effectiveness of the primary- 
elementary structure irould be an important component in the 
evaluation of it. Parents, and administrators, too, would 
provide input into the on-going evaluation of the reorgani::a- 
tlon. The evaluation would be in terms of the advantages 
entonerated by the assistant to the superintendent at the 
May 13 in-service meeting and listed in the superintendent's 
letter of May 31, 197h- 
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THE PRIMARY-INTERMEDIATE ELEMENTARY STRUCTURE 

September 197li Classes of the 197^-197^ school year began 
on Wednesday. The third day enrollment of September 6 clearly 
showed: 

1. A total of ll|.62 students enrolled in kindergarten 
through grade six 

2. Equalized class sizes in a given grade level 
In each borough 

3. An average of 2lj..ij. pupils per classroom 
If.. No class exceeding 30 pupils 

5. A loss of 11; enrolled first graders to St, 
Joseph School, 

The loss of 111 first graders came as no surprise, A 
letter from the superintendent's office to the parents 
requesting them to indicate whether their children would 
attend first grade in a South Allegheny District school or 
a private or parochial school had not been returned by a 
number of residents (See January 10 Letter, Appendix E, p. 87). 
The impending reorganization as well as a campaign by the 
parochial schools in the district to increase enrollments 
were seen as causes for a possible decline in enrollment. 

Anticipating the loss of first graders, the assistant 
to the superintendent temporarily assigned a special teacher 
to a "stand-by" first grade room at the Ifyer School, When 
only 1|9 of the 63 pupils on the enrollment list appeared, and 
when the assistant to the superintendent had confirmed the 
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presence of the first graders at St. Joseph School, the 
group of 1^9 first graders at the Myer building were regrouped 
Into two rooms and the special teacher went on to her 
regular assignment. 

During the first two weeks of school, the assistant 
to the superintendent and the elementary supervisor spent 
roughly 90 percent of their time in the field observing 
the operation of the seven elementary buildings in the 
primary- intermediate structure. The only problems that arose 
were bus problems. Buses were coming late or not at all 
after school at the Liberty Way and Second V/ard buildings. 
A few more "on the spot" adjustments in the bus schedule 
corrected the matter within the first two weeks of school. 

The most rewarding change was observed at the Third 
Ward Intermediate School in Glassport. Historically, disci- 
pline^ attendance, and attitude in the Third Ward School had 
been poor. The school had had a reputation as a "trouble" 
school. Teachers referred to it as "The Jungle" and resented 
being assigned to the school. The integration of the fourth, 
fifth, and sixth graders from the entire borough of Glassport 
had a positive effect on the whole student body. Students' 
attitude was positive and interest in school and learning was 
observed to be high. The school was no longer the "bad" school. 
••Problem kids" were no longer problems. Esprit de corps of 
the teachers had improved noticeably, and teachers themselves 
said that the school was no longer "the jungle" it had been. 
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The change in the school's atmosphere was verified by 
the comments from the special teachers of physical education, 
art, music, and library who had taught there in past years • 
There were no fights among children or with the teachers. 
Classes were not only manageable, but receptive to art, 
music, physical education, and library instruction* Turmoil 
and noise in the halls were down to a "normal" level, what- 
ever that meant • Profanity from children was seldom heard* 
Biey observed that the Third V/ard School was more like other 
elementary buildings since the implementation of the primary- 
intermediate structure* 

September 19 » 197li At the regular school board meeting of 
September 19, 197kf the assistant to the superintendent gave 
a preliminary report concerning the implementation of the 
primary- intermediate structure (Appendix C, p* 6l|.) which waf^ 
reported in the newspaper on September 2^, 1971}- (Appendix H, 
p* 12l|)* He stated that his findings after the first twelve 
days of school were "most encouraging*" Class sizes had been 
equalized, the average class size was 2lj.*l| pupils with no 
class having more than 30 pupils. There were four fewer 
teachers than were employed last year* 

The grouping of children for multi-level reading 
and multi-level mathematics had been facilitated by the 
presence of more sections of each grade level in a given 
building. Heterogeneity of all other classes had been 
accomplished* Teachers were planning together more and were 



la 

sharing ideas with one another. The esprit de corps among 
teachers was better than was ever observed before. 

There was a general over-all improvement in all 
buildings with respect to pupils' discipline, attitude, and 
In their relationships with each other. It was noted that 
there had been no incidents of older pupils "dominating" 
younger ones either on the playground or on the way to or 
from school as there had been in past years. The assistant 
to the superintendent informed the board members that an 
evaluation of the new structure was in progress and that the 
findings would be presented in a detailed report to the 
Board of Education at the November 21 meeting. 
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EVALUATIOlf 



September 23 . 19714- On this date, the assistant to the super- 
intendent at a head teachers' meeting, told the teachers that 
an opinionnaire was being prepared to be used in the evalua- 
tion of the reorganized elementary schools (Meeting Agenda, 
Appendix D, p. 8I4.). Evaluation procedure would be discussed 
with the whole staff at the November 5 in-service meeting. 

October . 197l|. During American Education Week, the assistant 
to the superintendent and the elementary supervisor arranged 
meetings in each of the elementary buildings (except Lincoln) 
to discuss the progress of the reorganization with parents. 
Each administrator was available from 2:00 to 3:00 p.m. in 
one of the buildings on each of the days shown in Table $,

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In all cases and especially at the Third Ward School, 

parents^ comments were favorable. 

1^ Younger children were not being harrassed by 
older children* 

2. Children were happy about school* . The inter- 
mediates liked having school without the 
"little kids" around. The primaries liked 
having school without the "big kids" around. 

3# There was less confusion in the halls and on 
the playgrounds as observed by parents. 

Ij.* Parents commented on the changed image of the 
Third Ward School. 

Some parents said they wished children did not 
have to be bused at all, but the comments were 
"not meant as complaints." 

November ^ , 197U At the half -day in-service meeting, the 
writer distributed copies of the "Primary-Intermediate Plan 
Evaluation Form"(s) and explained their use (Appendix p, p»93). 
Teachers were to respond individually to the items on the 
form within the next few days. Each head teacher would 
arrange a meeting in his or her building, and teachers in the 
building would respond collectively to the opinionnaire. A 
recorder for ev.oh building was to summarize the building* s 
comments and send the building* s evaluation to the elemen- 
tary office by November 1^. (See Meeting Agenda for October 
31, 197U, Appendix D, p. 85. ) . 

Special teachers met with each other within their 
subject areas to summarize their evaluations. Nurses followed 
the same procedure. When all evaluations were in, the writer, 
with the help of the elementary supervisor, summarized the 



teachers' comments. The summary, "Primary- Intermediate Plan 
.Evaluation Information Feedback," (Appendix C, p. 6$) was 
reproduced and distributed to every member of the elementary 
staff for their approval or disapproval. There were no 
objections (from the teachers) to the evaluation as summarized 
by the writer, and the same written report was presented to 
the board at the November 21, 191k meeting,** and documented in 
The Daily ITews under the heading of "Evaluation of School 



Structure Presented." (Appendix H, p. 125) 



• The teachers' evaluation revealed the following: 

1, The primary- intermediate structure brought about 
equalization of class sizes at each grade level 
in a given community. Class sizes ranged from 
19 to 30 pupils x^ith a d^ trict-wide average 

of 2h»k- pupils per clas^i.oom. 

2, There were more sections of each grade level in 
each building except for the 2 fourth grades at 
Port Vue and 2 third grades at Second V/ard. 
(Each had the same numer of sections as they 
had had in the K-6 plan..) 

3, There were more levels of instruction in fifth 
and sixth grades, but fourth grade remained the 
same due to scheduling of special teachers of 
music, art, physical education, and library. 

.' Alternative modes of scheduling special subjects 
would be considered for next year. 

Better grouping of children was accomplished in 
buildings where there were more sections of each 
grade level, notable in grades 2, 3, 5» and 6. 
Grades 1 and h were affected by the conditions 
concerning the scheduling of special teachers.

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5« There was a marked improvement in the attitude 
toward learning in at least one of the inter- 
mediate schools • The consensus from the other 
buildings indicated that attitude was the same,

6* Nurses noted that physical examinations and tine 
testing were easier because all equipment and 
supplies needed for these procedures were stored 
in one place eliminating the necessity of carry- 
ing them from building to building*

A more comprehensive report, "A Formative Evaluation 
of the Primary- In te mediate Structure of the Elementary 
Schools" (Appendix C, p. 6?) was given to the superintendent 
of the district* It included not only the summary of the 
teacher:^* evaluation (either expressed or implied), but also 
the observations of the administrators and parents. The 
report contained the reasons why some objectives had not been 
met and the action that would be taken to meet them. 

•The report covered all of the objectives which had 
been initially stated as "advantages" of reorganization but 
did not contain an evaluation of the transportation component 
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of the reorganization. Teachers*, parents', and adminis- 
trators' evaluations of the busing of children were 
communicated to the business manager. Further adjustments 
were made in the bus schedules, but there was still room for 
improvement. 
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EVALUATIOi^ l^OLLOW-UP

The administrators discussed this matter with 
the elementary staff. The faculty was given 
the option of changing their own 197l|.-75 
schedules, but they decided to make no alter- 
ations. After considering other options, 
it was agreed that the present schedule best 
fulfilled the needs of the priiuary-inter- 
nediate plan at that time# 
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Assess instructional equipment for repairs 
and replacement. 

Action taken : 

The administrators assessed the problem. The 
equipment in question was either repaired or 
was included in the 1975-76 budget for repair. 

Primary libraries need to be extended. 

Action taken : 

The librarian focused on the shortage of primary 
library books and allotted the greater portion 
of the I97I4.-75 library monies to help remedy the 
situation. The greater portion of the 1975-76 
library monies were directed toward this end 
also. 

The need to move on the intramural sports program 
Action taken: 

Intermediate sports programs were initiated in 
Port Vue and Third Ward Schools following the 
teachers' evaluation of the reorganized structure 

Third Ward's prograia included touch football, 
basketball, volleyball, gymnastics, kickball, 
chess, and checkers. 

Port Vue's activities included basketball and 
Softball. 



A needs assessment of lower-level materials for 
the intermediate grades. 

Action taken: 

A committee of the reading department comprised 
of representatives from each elementary building, 
a reading teacher, and the department head, held 
a series of eleven meetings after school with 
representatives of various book companies to 
examine materials. On April 8, 197^$ the com- 
ittittee made its recommendations for the • 
piu?chase of materials for the next year to the 
administration.

The need for a new bus schedule was communicated 
to the business manager, 

8. Lincoln School has not prof i ted from the primary- 
intermediate structure. 

Action taken: 

Little could be done to alter Lincoln^ s unique 
position in the primary- intermediate structure* 
But as enrollments continue to decline, it is 
likely that students from Linclon Borough and 
Liberty Borough will be regrouped into a 
primary building in Lincoln and an intermediate 
building in Liberty. 
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PROJECTIONS AHD CONCLUSION 

The elementary school enrollment for 1975-1976 as of 
May $, 197$ is 1337 students in kindergarten through grade? 
six. This is 125 feifer students than were enrolled in 197l|.-75 
and vill require two and one-half fewer classrooms and 
teachers. Again, retirements are taking up the slack. Five 
elementary teachers are retiring leaving two and one-half 
positions to be filled. When compared to 197l|.-75 figures, 
there will be one and one-half fewer kindergartens and one 
less fourth grade in the primary- intermediate structure. 
Table 6 on the following page shows the distribution of 
pupils by building and grade. 

The first year of the primary-intermediate is closing 
and the reorganization has accomplished its objectives with 
the exception of providing for better grouping of students 
In the Lincoln School. If the downward trend in enrollment 
continues, there will be a need for fewer teachers and fevrer 
classrooms. Plans are now being made to phase out the Manor 
School (Liberty Borough) and convert it into administrative 
offices. Students from Liberty and Lincoln will be combined 
whereupon the Lincoln School will become the primary school 
and Liberty V7ay the intermediate school. Thus, the last 
objective will have been met.

Ihls study was made at the request of the Board of Directors of 
the South Allegheny School District at their regular scheduled meeting 
in August 1973. At that time the administration agreed to reveal 
their findings to cope with the declining elementary pupil enrollments 
in a report to the board. 

After studying the enrollments, both past and projected, and 
the existing conditions of the South Allegheny Community, we have 
found that there will be approximately 237. fewer chi'VJren in our seven 
elementary buildings for the 1974-75 term as compared to the 1966-67 
term when the South Allegheny School District was formed. 

The school census enumeration indicates that between the 
1966*67 term and the 1977-78 term^ a differential of approximately 
33.531 will exist.

After two full months of operation under the new structure, all 
elementary classroom teachers, nurses, special teachers of art, music, 
reading, physical education, and library along with the elementary sup- 
ervisor and the assistant to the superintendent participated in the form- 
ative evaluation of the Pr imary- I ntermed iate Plan. 



The purpose of the evaluation is to look at the reorganization of 
the elementary system in terms of the nineteen criteria which were orig- 
inal ly stated as the reasons for reorganization. The evaluation was done 
for the following reasons: 



1. To determine which criteria have been met 

2. To determine which criteria have not been met 

3. To determine why certain criteria have not been met 

4. To determine what action must be taken to satisfy 
those criteria which have not been met. 

The following formative evaluation of the Primary- I ntermed late Plan 
as of November 14, 1974 is the consensus of the professional staff and 
parents who responded to the criteria stated below. Most of the criteria have 
been met and reasons for and action to be taken are given for those which 
need attention. 

I . Equ_a I i zation of class size at each grade level . 

The primary- intermecMate structure has brought about the equal- 
ization of class sizes at each grade level in a given community. 
Class sizes range from 19 to 30 pupils with a district-wide average 
of 24.4 pupils per class. 



2 . More sections of each grade level within a given building . 

There are more sections of each grade level in each building except 
the 2 fourth grades at Port Vue and the 2 third grades at Second V/ard 
(which have the same number of sections as they had in the K-6 plan).

6. Increased availability of reading and arithmetic materials.

Reason: Some teachers did not ready these materials for transfer to 
their respective buildings at the close of the last school 
term nor have they requested that they be transfered as of 
this date: 

Action to be taken: Head teachers will survey the materials, such as 

textbooks, workbooks, kits, labs, talking page, etc. and prepare 
them for relocation within the respective communities. 

7. The pooling of and better utilization of resources (teachers and materials). 

Teachers - closer knit faculty that shares and pools talent. 

Materia I s - Nurses have noted that physicals and tine testing are 
much easier because all equipment and supplies needed for these pro- 
cedures are stored in one place eliminating the necessity of carrying 
them from building to building. Intermediate grades have noticed a 
decrease in availability of lower level materials. 

Reason: Materials have not been properly redistributed.

I I . Increased social awareness of the total community (within each community). 

Children of entire communities are now interacting with each other. 

12. Improved conditions for intermural sports. 

Although there are more children of the same age group located 
in the intermediate buildings, intermural sports are limited. 

Reasons: 

a. Lack of adequate facilities of the Third Ward building 

b. High school athletics are scheduled after school at the 
Port Vue bui Idi ng.

After two full months of operation under the new structure, all 
elementary classroom teachers, nurses, special teachers of art, music, 
reading, physical education, and library along with the elementary su- 
pervisor and the assistant to the superintendent participated in the 
formative evaluation of the Primary-I ntermediate Plan. 

from the i nput supplied by the professional staff and parents, 
the Administration's findings of the Primary- I ntermediate Plan are as 
fol lows: 

1. The primary- intermediate structure has brought about the 
equalization of class sizes at each grade level in a given 
community. Class sizes range from 19 to 30 pupils with a 
district-wide average of 24.4 pupils per class. 

2. There are more sections of each grade level in each building 
except the 2 fourth grades at Port Voe and the 2 third grades 
at Second Ward (which have the same number of sections as 
they had in the K-6 plan). 

3. There are more levels of instruction in fifth and sixth grades, 
but fourth grade remains the same due to scheduling of 
special teachers of music, art, physical education, and library. 

4. Better grouping of children was accomplished in buildings 
where there were more sections of each grade level, notably 
In grades 2, 3, 5, and 6. Grades I and 4 are affected by the 
conditions concerning scheduling of special teachers as was 
stated In item 3. 

5. There has been a marked improvement in the attitude toward 
learning in at least one of the intermediate schools. The 
consensus from the other buildings Indicates that It's the 
same or that there has not been sufficient time for evaluation. 

6. Nurses have noted that physical examinations and tine testing 
are much easier because all equipment and supplies needed 
for these procedures are stored in one place eliminating the 
necessity of carrying them from building to building.

The evaluation report of November 19, 197^ indicated items that needed 
attention. This report deals with those items and their disposition. 

1. A need to survey reading and math materials and send out 
those that are appropriate for primary and intermediate 
buildings respectively. 

Action taken : 

The head teachers and administrators have surveyed 
the materials and they have been distributed to the 
appropriate buildings. 

2. Alternate schedule needs to be studied to enable cross 
grade grouping among all grades. 

Action taken : 

The administrators have discussed this matter with 
the elementary staff. The faculty was given the option 
of changing their own 197^-75 schedules but they decided 
to make no alterations. After considering other options, 
it was agreed that the present schedule best fulfilled 
the needs of the primary-intermediate plan at this time.

Action taken: 

The administrators have assessed the problem. The • 
equipment in question has either been repaired or is in the 
process of being repaired and the necessary replacements 
have been included in the 1975--76 budget.

The librarian has focused on the shortage of primary 
library books and has allotted the greater portion of the 
197^-75 library monies to help remedy the r^ltuatlon. The 
greater portion of the 1975-76 library monies will be 
directed toward this end also. 
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5. A need to move on the intrainiiral sports program. 
Action taken ; 

The teachers of the Third V/ard Intermediate School have 
developed an outstanding intramural sports program for the 
pupils of that building. One hundred and fifty (150) of the 
two hundred and twenty (220) pupils enrolled at Third Ward 
have participated in the program. 

The first of the scheduled events was Touch Football. 
Eight (8) teams played fifty-six (56) games. The championship 
' game, which was viev;ed by the entire student body of the 
school, was played during the recess period on January 9, I975. 

The next scheduled activity is Basketball. It will begin 
March 3, 1975.

Grade structure in six Southi 
Allegheny elementary schooli'l 
will change this fall -viih the 
implementatioa of a new 
system of organization. 

Called the p r i m n r y i 
intennediate elementary itruc-i 
ture, the plan will designate 
each of the two schools in 
Glassport, Port Vue and Liberty 
in two categories. They will 
either be classified as the 
primary elementary schools ■ 
with grades one through three, j 
or the intermediate elementary j 
schools for grades four through \ 
six. ! 

Kindergarten cla.sses will bej 
held in schools of either t>T)e. 

Presently, all of the schools 
house pupils from kindergarten 
to sixth grade with the excep- 
tion of the Manor School in 
Liberty and Port Vue's Myer 
School, which do not have kin- j 
dergarten classes. j 
South Allegheny school direc-- 
tors unanimously approved the: 
plan, as presented by Assistant 
to the Superintendent Robert S.; 
Piatt, following a discussion 
with a group of parents lasti 
night. j 
Under the system arranged! 
by Mr. Piatt, the schools ini 
these communities will bei 
classified as follows:^ 
(Glassport) Second Ward' 
School, primary with kin-; 
dergarten and Third Ward^ 
School, intermediate; iPort' 
Vue) Myer School, primary and! 
Port Vue School, intermediate 
with kindergarten; (Liberty) 
Manor School, primary and 
Liberty Way, intermediate with; 
kindergarten. 

Because of its location, Lin- 
coln School will continue to 
house students from kindergar- 
ten to the sixth grade even 
though it will be designated as 
a primary-intermediate school 
and considered as part of the 
entire elementary school sys- 
tem. I j 
Mr. Piatt explained his pro- i 
po.sal was the result of a board { 
authorized study to determine j 
the means to cope with the t ! 
declining elementary pupil |i' 
.enrollment, . II 



While the total kindergarten- 
through-six-grade enrollment 
was 1,919 in 1966-67, it is pro- 
jected to be 1,475 next year, 
based on the current elemen- 
tary school enrolbnent and kin- 
dergarten registration, h e 
reported. 

The administrator predicted 
the student population will drop 
even further by 1977-78 to 1,275, 
which is a 23 per cent drop 
from 1966-67. 

Beside listing, some 16 **ad- 
vantages" to the primary- 
intermediate elementary plan. 
Mr. Piatt said the educational 
and economic benefits "could 
be achieved by using our 
present existing buildings." In 
addition, he emphasized that 
these goals can be realized *'by 
assuring the parents their 
children would continue to be 
enrolled in the elementary 
schools in the same boroughs 
as they now live." 

The school official pointed out 
an exception to this rule, 
regarding Port Vue pupils living 
in the vicinity of Liberty Way, 
Latrobc St., Grove St. and 
Glenn Ave., who attend the 
Manor School in Liberty, 
j He noted that busing Port Vue 
ciiildren to the Liberty school 
was necessary in order to form 
a sizeable class. 

Among those items listed as 
^'advantages" is assuring equal 
class size of all grade levels 
in the community. Mr. Pialt 
^aid present pupil enrollment 
within a class ranges from 13 
to 32.- The plan uill attempt 
to level the average to 24.4 
pupils per cia^^room.
